The San Francisco Bulletin, in reference 
to this subject, remarks:

but with steamer lines established to the 
islands, to Australia and Caina, we must 
find at least a large market there ultimate- 
ly as at the East for our fruits, grain and 
metals. And if our fruit-growers cannot 
risk the shipment of green fruits by rail- 
road they may count pretty safely upon 

fit from dried and canned fruits. There 
no need ef waste, such as we have hith- 
erto had to a vast amount.
